This Evening between feven 
andeight, died the Elector of Bavaria, our Sove- 
reiga. 

Recah. Fan. 30. The Dutchefs of Holftein’s 
Pregnancy has been lately declared, which has cau- 
fed great Joy at Court. 

Stockholm, Feb. 5. The Chancery, to whom the 
Senate had referred what was pafled here in relation 
to the Acceffion of the King and Kingdom of Swe- 
den tothe Treaty of Hanover, having made their 
Report in favour of the faid Acceflion, that Report 
was taken into Coniideration on Monday laft by the 
Senate, and was approved and agreed to. 

Paris, Feb. 25. An Arret was publifhed two Days 
ago, which ordains, That all Bills of Exchange 
drawn from abroad onthe Merchants within thefe 
Dominions, are to be paid in new Species, at the 
Rate of 13 Livres the Lewis d’or, and the Crown 
in Proportion, if the Bills have been accepted before 
the lait Lowering: But if fince that Time, then 
a.Twelfth-part is to be paid above what the Bill a- 
mounts to ja the Behalf of the Proprietor of fuch 
Bill: Forbidding withal to ftipulate henceforth a- 
ny other Paymeut but-in new Species. Notwith- 
ftanding which, they continue tothis Day to ne- 
gociate upon the Change in old Gold Species, the A- 
éions amounting to 630 Livres innew Coin, and 
ta 535 inold Species. They are pow making ig 


our Mint Pieces of 18 Sols, bus hitherto we fee 
none but Crown-pieces. ; 

Petersburg, Fan. 30. They write from Derbent, 
That the Torkifh Army, which had approached 1- 
fpahan to block it up, was fond to retire by reafon 
of the continual Rains, which having fpoiled the 
Roads, retarded the coming up of the Ammunition 
and Provifions. They add, That the Command. 
ing Bafhaw has had Intelligence by his Spies, and 
fame Deferters, that the Garrifon and Inhabitants 
of that Capital were refolved to defend themfelves 
to the Jaft Extremity, and that their Magazines ef 
Ammunition and Provifions were ftor’d for a Year 
aid upwards; befides that, the young King of Per- 
fia’s Army being confiderably augmented, he was in 
a Condition to relieve that Capital, and to hinder 
the Turks from purfuing their Conquefts.

N. S. The Heir of the great 
Admiral, and of the Conftable of Caftile, having 
applied to his Catholick Majefty to be reftored to 
thofe two Dignities, which they forteited by fol- 
lowing the Emperor’s Party in the late Wars; his 
Catholick Majefty has declared by a Royal Decree, 
(which was fent to the Council of Caftile) That his 
Will is not to revive thofetwo Dignitics. A new 
Regulation has been publifhed by his Catholick Ma- 
jefty’s' Order, for the Adminiftration of his Maje- 
fty’s Treafary 5 by which all the Revenucs of the 
Monarchy areto go thro’ the Hands of the Treafu- 
ter General, tobe expended according to the King 
of Spain’s Orders, which fhall be given by the Deke 
ef Riperda. Don Antonio Sopenna, is removed 
from his Employment of Secretary of the Marine 
and the Indies, and is declared Counfellor of the 
Council of the Indies, with the fame Appointments’ 
he had when Secretary, of 2000 Piftoles per An- 
nuin, and his Secretary’s Office is aunexed to that

And that another Dutch 
Man of Waris joined to Admiral Somerdyke’s Squa- 
dron, which now confifts of feven in al). 

From the St. fames’s Evening - Poft, March t. 

Vienna, Feb. 20. We hear that by one of the fe. 
cret Arciclesof the Treaty lately concluded here, 
the Emperor and King of Spain have made great 
Promifes to ftand by one another, ’Tis reported 
that the Ottoman Porte feems very iaclinable to 
improve the prefent JonSture of Affiirs by a Re- 
pture with its Neighbours; and that Prince Ragot- 
ski has received Difpatches at Conftantinople which 
rejoice him very much. 

Madrid, Feb 16 The King’s Order for the Out- 
Troops. to come into the Inland Parts, was no o- 
ther than to fupply the Room of the Body Guards 
fent to Catalonia; but what increafes warlike Ra- 
mours, is, the Duke de Riperda’s feuding Sums to 
Pampeluna, St. sebalftian and Fontarabis, to repair 
thefe Fortifications. Mean-time his Majefty has 
ordered his Forces tobe put ona firm Footing. 

London, March 1. Sunday laft, about 2aclock in 
the Afternoon, two Geutlemen of good Families 
in the County of Norfolk, and-Relations, viz. Mr. 
Borgrave, and Mr. Henry Branthwate of Pamp 
Court inthe Temple, Nephew to the learned Ser- 
geantofthat Name, fought a Duel in Hide-Park, 
ia which the Jatter was unhappily killed. They 
had no Seconds nor other Attendant as we hear of, 
but it was obferved by fome People at a Diftance, 
that they firft fought on their Knees with Piftols, 
which they difcharged both atthe fame Moment; 
but miffiug each other, they then got up to decide 
the Quarrelat the Point of the Sword, and they 
had not made above two Paffes at one another, when 
Me. Branthwate was.ren thro’ the. Heart, and fell 
without fpeaking a Word; upon which Mr. Bro- 
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grave ftooped and kiffedthim, and then retired out 
ef the Park without any Precipitancy or Molefta- 
tion. They fay there had been a Family Quarrel 
of long Standing betwixt them: ‘When the Chal- 
lenge was givenis not known, but one of them 
took up the other in a Hackney Coach about twelwe 
a-clock at George’s Coffee-houfe without Temple- 
Bar; and from thence they proceeded to the Field 
of Blood. The deceafed was a young Geatleman of 
fuch known Ingeauity, Induftry, and Sobriety, 
that his Death is much lamented by all that knew 
him.

Hague, March 8. On the 26th paft, between 7 

& 8 at Night, Maximilian-Emanvel, Elector of Ba- 
varia, &c. departed this Lifein his Palace at Mu- 
nich, in the 6th Year of his Age, being born Ju- 
ly 11,1662. His firft Wife was Mary, Daughter 
to the late Emperor Leopold, by whom he had 3 
Sons, whoall died young. By his 2d Wife, Te- 
refa Cunegunda, Daughter to the Great John Sobi- 
ski, King of Poland, He had eight Sons andone 
Daughter ; thofe now living are, 1, Mary-Anne- 
Carolina, born at Bruflels Auguft 4, 1696.. 2, 
Charles now Elector of Bavaria, born at Broffels 
Auguft 6, 1697, married to the late Emperor Jo- 
feph’s eldeft Daughter. 3, Philip-Manuel, now E- 
leftor of Cologn, born at Bruffels Auguft 5, 1698. 
4, Ferdinand-Mary, born at Braflels Aug. 5, 1699. 
5, Auguftus-Mary-Hyaicinth, now Bifhop of Ra- 
tisbon, born at Broflels Auguft 16, 1700. And6, 
John Theodore, born at Munich Septem. 3, 1703. 
The Ble&torate of Bavaria is very rich and popu- 
lous. The late Eleftor numbred his People in 16y9, 
and found them amount to 3,361,200 Souls. He 
can bring 30 or 40,000 fine Troops into the Field 
upon Occafion. 

London, March 3. 204. Head of large Oxen have 
been flaughtered at the Victualling-office on Tower- 
hill, for the Fleet under Sir John Jennings fince 
Monday laft; where 3000 Hogs had beem killed 
for the fame Service the Week before. 


From the Whitehall Evening-Poft, Adarch 3.

Yefterday a Grand Council of 
War was held in Prefence of al] the Emperor’s Ge- 
nerals, at the breaking up of which, Couriers were 
difpatched to the Netherlands, Italy, and Spain. 
Weare affured that it has been refolved to augment 
the Imperial Troops with 30,000 Men, and-that the 
Dutchy of Silefia will contribute 20,000 Florins. 
Cardinal Cinfuegos writes from Rome, That the 
Pope, at the luftigation of France was on the Point 
of joining feveral Princes of Italy to oppofe the In- 
veftiture of Parma and Placentia, as being Fiefs of 
the Holy See; whichis an Article of News confir~ 
med alfo from feveral other Places. 

Vienna, Feb. 23. The King of Great Britain’s 
Speech to his Parliament, and their Affurances of 
Sacrificing their Lives and Fortunes in Defence of 
his Sacred Perfon and Government, makes this 
Court continue their Military Armaments for Fear
